After many irritating delays, 
Sir Roger was at last committing 
to his men the hazard of the 
operation which demonstrated so 
effectively that the British Navy 
‘had Jost none. of the fighting 
spirit of the wars of the 
eighteenth century. 

In invoking St. George he was 
but following the tradition im- 
mortalised by Shakespeare in 
“King Henry V." when he makes 
the King, al. the moment of 
Inunching his campaign for the 
recovery of his rights in France, 
give as hia battle-cry: “God for 
Harry! England! and St. 
George!’ andin “King Henry 
VI,” where he makes Talbot, the 
doughty leader of the troops of 
the young King, declaim:

The main body of the revenue 
producing public reccive their 
salaries in locul currency, and 
avith the exception of six months 
during 1935, have suffered a low 
dollar for the past seven years. 

It is very unfair that these un- 
fortunates should be called upon to 
contribute more from their already 
sadly diminished purchasing power, 
to provide sterling salurles fpr ‘the 
celvil service, : : 

The revenue of the Government is 
recelved in HK. currency, and all 
expenditure for salaries and pensions 
should be paid In the same. By 
converting all salaries’ and pensions 
jnto local currency ot a two shilling 
dolinr, thousands of dollars could be 
saved, :

The jibstay has been brought aft 
about three and a half fect at the 
deck, shortening the foot of the fore 
triangle 10 fect altogether, und re- 
ducing the area of the headsails Just 
nbout as much as that of the maln- 
sail is increased, her total measured 
sail area being 7,521 square feet. 


TRIANGULAR JIBS 


In place of the jib and forestaysail 
carried by all the modern class J 
sloops both In England and America, 
Yankee will spread a single jib, the 
slze, of course, varying according to 
the strength of the breeze..
